Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Scott Hill and Owen Tong, responded to LCMC regarding an 
inmate who suffered a fractured wrist. The fracture was the result of an altercation with several 
deputies assigned to Men’s Central Jail, refer to Exhibit “A” SH-R-49. This incident was initially 
assigned to Sergeant Tong, but was later reassigned to Sergeant Hill. 


SYNOPSIS: 


On February 9, 2009, Deputy Joshua Ramirez and Deputy vere directed to move 
Inmate Anthony Rodriguez from his pre-disciplinary cell in Module 4400, Cell #C-4, and escort 
him to the disciplinary cell in D-Row for a previous violation of jailhouse rules involving another 
deputy (refer to Exhibit “E”). As Deputy Ramirez searched Inmate Rodriguez’ person for 
contraband outside the Denver Row walkway, he (Rodriguez) turned and attacked Deputy Ramirez, 
knocking him to the ground and jumping on top of him. 


IAB Note: After an inmate receives his or her disciplinary review board and has been 
found to have violated jailhouse rules, he or she is ordered into the disciplinary section of 
the jail. A list of inmates is generated and it is the responsibility of the movement deputies 
to facilitate the transfer of the inmate. 
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Deputy who was kneeling beside Deputy Ramirez searching Inmate Rodriguez’ personal 
property, pushed Inmate Rodriguez off of Deputy Ramirez and simultaneously called for assistance 
on his radio. Inmate Rodriguez began punching and kicking both Deputies. Deputy] 
attempted to stop Inmate Rodriguez’s attacks by kneeing him and striking him in the upper torso 
with his flashlight. 


DAS and Salvador Valencia responded to the assistance call and upon arrival 
used their flashlights to strike inmate Rodriguez several times on his legs, elbow and back in an 
effort to subdue him. Deputy Valencia was able to force Inmate Rodriguez’ arms behind his back 
and handcuff him. 


On February 10, 2009, Inmate Rodriguez was transported to LCMC for treatment of injuries 
sustained as a result of the fight. After it was determined Inmate Rodriguez had suffered a broken 
right wrist, IAB was notified and IAB investigators responded to LCMC to interview Inmate 
Rodriguez. 


INJURIES: 


Inmate Rodriguez sustained a laceration with associated swelling on his left ankle, abrasions to 
both elbows, abrasions and contusions to his face, contusions on his right leg and a fractured wrist. 
Inmate Rodriguez was transported to LCMC for medical treatment. The specific cause of Inmate 
Rodriguez’ fractured wrist is not known. 


Deputy Ramirez sustained a soft tissue injury with associated swelling, redness, and pain to his 
right knee. Deputy Ramirez was transported to U.S. Healthworks for medical treatment. 


INTERVIEWS: 


Anthony Carlos Rodriguez, Booking #1764 571 
Involved Inmate 


On February 9, 2009, at 1827 hours, Inmate Rodriguez was interviewed inside the MCJ clinic by 
MCJ Sergeant Gabriela Herrera and by the MCJ Watch Commander Lieutenant Tom Shannon. 
The interview was video recorded. For further details regarding this interview, refer to the 
verbatim transcription obtained from the video tape. 


Inmate Rodriguez said; 
I came out of my cell, [they] said, ‘Face to the wall, put your property behind you.’ I did 
so, I faced the wall and the deputy said where am I from. I told him where I was from and 
from there he kicked me in my leg and started beating me up . . . 
I was facing the wall and I just got kicked from my right, my right leg and my knee and 
I fell on the floor and I balled up. 


As he was being beaten, Inmate Rodriguez stated he asked the deputies to “please stop.” 
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On February 10, 2009, at 1640 hours, Inmate Anthony Rodriguez was interviewed by IAB 
Sergeants Owen Tong and Scott Hill at LCMC. The interview was digitally audio recorded. For 
further details regarding Inmate Rodriguez’ interview, refer to the verbatim transcription of his 
interview included with this investigation. 


IAB Note: Inmate Rodriguez’ fracture was not immediately discovered by the LCMC staff. 
This delay resulted in IAB investigators responding on February 10" instead of February 
gt 


Inmate Rodriguez said two unidentified deputies (later identified as Deputy Joshua Ramirez and 
Deputy took him out of his pre-discipline cell for transfer to the discipline cell 
when one of the deputies asked him where he was from. When he told them he was with the 
Avenues gang, the deputy told him to, “Fucking turn around.” While Inmate Rodriguez was facing 
the wall, with the two deputies standing behind him, Inmate Rodriguez said one of them suddenly 
kicked him on the outside of the right leg, below the knee area, causing him to fall to the ground 
on his left side. Inmate Rodriguez did not try to break his fall with his hands and landed on his 
left shoulder. 


While Inmate Rodriguez was on the ground, one of the deputies tried to restrain him by pinning 
and holding his head on the ground. The other deputy struck him repeatedly on the inside lower 
left shin area with something hard, possibly punches. Whenever Inmate Rodriguez moved his left 
leg because it was hurting, the deputy told him to stop resisting and kept hitting his left leg because 
he kept moving it. 


Inmate Rodriguez said he “blacked out” when he got struck in the back of the head. When he was 
asked if he was struck anywhere else, he replied he was struck in the face, but he didn’t know 
when he was struck there because he never felt the blows, since the pain was on his left leg. IAB 
Investigators did not note any sign of injury to the back of Inmate Rodriguez’ head, refer to Exhibit 
“D” digital photographs of Inmate Rodriguez. 


Inmate Rodriguez had no recollection of how he sustained injuries or marks to his face and arm. 
When he regained consciousness he recalled being handcuffed. Three deputies were carrying him 
by the arms and legs out of the module. Inmate Rodriguez was placed on a Gurney and was taken 
to the MCJ infirmary. 


When Inmate Rodriguez was asked if he may have broken his right hand by “clocking” someone 
he answered, “No,” and asked, “Yeah, but how? I wouldn’t be able to break my hand like that by 
hitting somebody. I would break my knuckles here.” Inmate Rodriguez said he did not say 
anything nor do anything to provoke the attack. He did not fight back and denied punching and 
or kicking at the deputies. 

When he fell, he fell on his left side and the left side of his face struck the ground, but not his right 
arm. He could not recall if he landed on his left cheek or on the left orbital area because 
everything happened so fast. 
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When Inmate Rodriguez was asked if he knew why the deputies kicked him, Inmate Rodriguez 
explained perhaps it was because a few days prior, he “got into it” with another deputy.” When 
that deputy threw him against the gate, he told the deputy, “Fuck, you’re throwing me against the 
gate.” Inmate Rodriguez said that previous incident was the reason he was in the pre-discipline 
cell waiting to go to the discipline cell. Inmate Rodriguez said he did not incur any injuries to his 
face and hand in the previous incident. He stated all the injuries were suffered during altercation 
that is the subject of this review. 


IAB NOTE: IAB Sergeant Owen Tong took eleven digital photos (Exhibit “D”) of Inmate 
Anthony Rodriguez. The following marks / injures / complaints were noted; 


1. Cast on his right arm for a fractured bone in his right wrist. 

2. Complained of swelling and pain to the right knee. 

3. Complained of swelling and pain to the lower left leg. 

4. A '% to 1” laceration on inside of the left shin above the ankle. 

BS Swelling and bruising around the left orbital area. 

6. Reddish discoloration to the right side of the head near the top of the head. 
Dr. Badri 


Emergency Room Physician 
Los Angeles County-USC Medical Center Jail Ward 


On February 10, 2009, at 1700 hours, Dr. Badri reluctantly spoke with IAB Sergeants Hill and 
Tong. The interview was not digitally recorded at his request. 


Dr. Badri did not want to comment regarding Inmate Rodriguez’s legs, nor the bruises on his face 
and head. 


IAB investigators showed Dr. Badri a signed LCMC form which authorized the release of Inmate 
Rodriguez’ medical information to members of the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department 
(Refer to Miscellaneous Documents). Dr. Badri dismissed the signed release and said he was not 
at liberty to discuss the case. When pressed for general information, Dr. Badri did state Inmate 
Rodriguez had sustained a fractured scaphoid bone of his right wrist. Although, he could not say 
how the fracture occurred, he knew that such a fracture was common when people fall on the 
ground and land on the open palm of their hand. When Dr. Badri was asked if the fracture could 
have occurred from punching someone or something, Dr. Badri said a forensic doctor would be 
the one to draw that type of conclusion. Dr. Badri quickly left the hospital after his brief interview. 


IAB NOTE: Arthroscopy.com describes the scaphoid bone; 
The scaphoid bone (also called the navicular bone) is one of eight carpal (wrist) bones. 


These small bones allow complex, yet delicate movements of the hand. The carpal bones 
fit between the forearm and hand bones. The scaphoid sits below the thumb. 
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In adolescents and young adults, fracture of this bone is the most common fracture around 
the wrist. Men are ten times more likely to fracture this bone than women. Although the 
bone is small, it takes a lot to break it. Oddly enough, twice as much force is required to 
break the scaphoid bone as to break one of the bigger forearm bones. Because of this, most 
patients who have broken their scaphoid have done it while participating in sports, such as 
football, basketball, riding a motorcycle or in an automobile accident. Usually the patient 
falls on the outstretched hand and hyper extends the wrist joint. Refer to a diagram of the 
scaphoid bone included in “Miscellaneous Documents.”

Men’s Central Jail - 4300/4400 Movement Officer 


On December 28, 2009, at 1450 hours, Deputy Ramirez was interviewed by IAB Sergeants Scott 
Hill and Jimmy Rios. Deputy Ramirez was represented by Ms. Deborah Schild from the law firm 
of Green and Shinee. The interview was digitally audio recorded. For further details regarding 
Deputy Ramirez’ interview, refer to the verbatim transcription of his interview included with this 
investigation. 


On February 9, 2009, Deputy Ramirez had been employed by the Los Angeles County Sheriff s 
Depart fr one rr 


Deputy Ramirez stated he was working as the movement officer in the Discipline / Pre-Discipline 
modules, 4300/4400 at Men’s Central Jail with Deputy Sometime earlier, Inmate 
Rodriguez was found to have violated jail rules by the Discipline Review Board. He was 
scheduled to be moved from Pre-Discipline to the Discipline side of the module, “The Hole” as 
a result of his infraction(s), refer to Exhibit “E.” After Inmate Rodriguez was called from his cell, 
via the PA system he walked from his cell toward Deputy Ramirez. Deputy Ramirez instructed 
Inmate Rodriguez to walk to an open area just inside the module. Deputy Ramirez instructed 
Inmate Rodriguez to place his property on the floor, turn and face the wall. Deputy 

kneeled down and began to inventory / search Inmate Rodriguez’ personnel property. Deputy 
Ramirez approached Inmate Rodriguez to search him. Inmate Rodriguez immediately spun around 
clockwise and attempted to strike Deputy Ramirez with his right elbow. Deputy Ramirez described 
Inmate Rodriguez’ behavior as “real compliant” prior to the attack. 


IAB Note: Inmates housed in Pre-Discipline are allowed to keep their personal property, 
e.g., candy, store items, etc. After an inmate has his or her Discipline Review Board 
(DRB) hearing, and it is decided he or she will be housed in the discipline section of the 
module, the inmate’s personnel property is taken, inventoried, and stored. The inmate’s 
personnel property is returned after they are released from the discipline module. 


Inmate Rodriguez caught Deputy Ramirez by surprise. Deputy Ramirez said, “He just basically 
like kind of rushed me and I was like ‘oh man,’ because I couldn’t, I wanted to reach for my tools 
but there was no time. 
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Deputy Ramirez identified his “tools” as his pepper spray and his flashlight. Both Deputy Ramirez 
and Inmate Rodriguez fell to the ground. Deputy Ramirez landed on his back with Inmate 
Rodriguez on top, facing him. 


While facing Deputy Ramirez, Inmate Rodriguez began punching Deputy Ramirez’ chest with his 
fists. — | seeing his partner on the ground with Inmate Rodriguez on top of him, 
pushed Inmate Rodriguez off Deputy Ramirez. Inmate Rodriguez landed on Deputy Ramirez’s left 
side. Inmate Rodriguez maneuvered himself to Deputy Ramirez’ right side (Deputy Ramirez was 
unsure how Inmate Rodriguez managed this maneuver). 


He ended up on my right side and I was on the left side andi vas on the right side 
of him. I don’t know how that happened, but that’s how we ended up and then I remember 
trying to get up and as I’m trying to turn my body, he still like moving his back, like, kind 
of like a turret in a tank, he’s just kicking at me. So —_— -i-z to you know, 
get control of his arms and I can’t really see what’s going on with him, but then you know, 
I remember I kneed him a couple times in the rib cage . .. when he was kicking me, I just 
kind of pushed over his legs and then I kneed him (using his right knee) in the ribs 
(Rodriguez’ left ribs). 


Deputy Ramirez refrained from striking Inmate Rodriguez with his fists, because “I didn’t want 
to break a hand.” Now kneeling beside Inmate Rodriguez, Deputy Ramirez withdrew his 
Streamlight flashlight from the ring on his belt. Deputy Ramirez struck Inmate Rodriguez three 
times on his left rib area however some of the blows glanced off Inmate Rodriguez’ body and 
struck the floor. “I remember the sound of the [flashlight hitting] cement.” 


During the fight, Deputy Ramirez recalled hearing radio traffic relating to the fight. Deputy 
Ramirez didn’t use his radio, but thought Dep used his to summon help. 


Deputy Ramirez grasped one of Inmate Rodriguez’ arms and held it while assisting Deputies 
managed to handcuff Inmate Rodriguez. Although he was handcuffed, Inmate Rodriguez was still 
kicking. Deputy Ramirez recalled an order being given to “hobble” Inmate Rodriguez’ feet. After 
the hobble was applied, Inmate Rodriguez ceased resisting. Deputy Ramirez estimated the length 
of the fight to be “no more than three minutes.” 


Prior to his interview, Deputy Ramirez viewed Inmate Rodriguez’s interview with Lieutenant 
Shannon and Sergeant Herrera. Deputy Ramirez was asked if any of Inmate Rodriguez’ statements 
regarding how the fight started were accurate. Deputy Ramirez stated nothing Inmate Rodriguez 
said during his interview was accurate. 


Throughout the fight, Deputy Ramirez stated he issued verbal commands to Inmate Rodriguez to 
stop fighting. Inmate Rodriguez ignored Deputy Ramirez’? commands. 


Deputy Ramirez stated he had no previous contact with Inmate Rodriguez. 
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Deputy Ramirez postulated several reasons for Inmate Rodriguez’ behavior in his incident report 
(Exhibit “A”). 


- Enhances the individual’s status and reputation within the gang. Gives him a reputation 
as a hardcore gang member, or gang member that is not afraid to “put in work” (commit 
crimes) to further the reputation of the gang. 

- Enhances the gang's reputation with other gang members within the jail. 

- Enhances the gang's reputation within the surrounding community, which promotes an 
atmosphere of fear and intimidation. With this violent reputation, the gang can now feel 
free to commit criminal acts in an open forum for all to see with little to no fear of 
prosecution. 


Deputy Ramirez suffered a sprained right knee as a result of the fight. He was transported to U.S. 
Healthworks for medical treatment.

Hill and Jimmy Rios. Deputy EE 2s represented by Ms. Deborah Schild from the law firm 
of Green and Shinee. The interview was digitally audio recorded. For further details regarding 
Deputy interview, refer to the verbatim transcription of his interview included with this 
investigation. 


On February 9, 2009, Deput had been employed by the Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
Department for two years, 

Deputy stated he was assigned as th 
Deput said; 


That day we were conducting movement [for] inmates that already had been to disciplinary 
review board. So he (Inmate Rodriguez) had to be transferred from, or moved, from 
Charlie row onto Denver row. I remember the module officer told him via the PA, to step 
out of his cell. He already had his mattress rolled up with all of his property inside. 

So when I first saw him, he was already walking toward the front gate, Charlie gate, and 
he was carrying his mattress on his right side with both of his hands. 


on February 9, 2009. 


I opened [the gate] so he could walk straight out with his property. I instructed him to go 
ahead, face the wall, place all of his property behind him and normally we tell them to put 
their hands in their pockets or put their hands behind his back. I don’t recall exactly what 
I told him, but it was something along those lines. 


He was cooperative. He just walked to the wall. He didn’t say anything to me. They 
normally don’t. [He] faced the wall, put his property behind him. From there, I do 
remember that Deputy Ramirez was there at that time. 
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IAB Note: As Inmate Rodriguez was walking down Charlie row, Deputy 
stated he wasn’t sure where Deputy Ramirez was. 


I pulled the mattress toward me, which, I was to their (Deputy Ramirez and Inmate 
Rodriguez’) right, because they were both kind of facing toward the wall. I was squatting 
down, kind of like, I rolled his mattress, which had all of his property inside. I was going 
through his property, seeing what he could keep and what he can’t. I was sorting it out. 
When I was doing that, that’s when I noticed that inmate Rodriguez you know, [was] on 
top of Deputy Ramirez. [He] landed on top of him. As soon as I looked up, I just 
remember seeing the inmate on top of Deputy Ramirez. So then I immediately looked up 
at him and then pushed him (Inmate Rodriguez) off. I pushed him off from [his] left side. 


Deputy Hated while Inmate Rodriguez was on the floor, he was kicking and swinging 
his fists at both deputies, “I remember him swinging and kicking his feet violently.” 


Deputy tea he was carrying a radio, OC spray and his flashlight. He stated the 
incident unfolded so rapidly he choose to push Inmate Rodriguez off Deputy Ramirez instead of 
deploying his OC spray. Deputy II tted he is very sensitive to OC. He stated the area 
was confined and he was afraid of spraying Deputy Ramirez. 


I didn’t want him to get back up and start attacking us again. So I immediately kind of like 
went toward him. I was trying to control his hands. I believe at that point, I don’t know 
how he got, if that’s when he (Deputy Ramirez) went around to his other side. 


Deput ated he tried to control Inmate Rodriguez’ hands. He i recalled using 


his hands / arms to block several attempted blows by Inmate Rodriguez. The attempted blows 
were directed at Depu face. Deput aid, “So then from there, I punched 
him back. I hit him in the face. I believe it was, approximately like three or four times. It kinda 
helped me out, because, instead of him swinging at me, he was kinda more, trying to block my 
punches. I kinda put my weight down and with, with my hands, I kind of tried to like pull his 
hands down so he stopped swinging.” 


At this point Deputy was able to summon help via his hand-held radio. “I was able to 
put out, 415, deputies involved in -- I don’t know if went out all the way. My partners told me 
that they didn’t hear the whole thing, but they were able to tell that I, we needed help, we were in 
a fight and we were somewhere [on the] 4000 floor.” 


While Deputy vas using the microphone, he was only able to restrain one of Inmate 
Rodriguez’ hands. During this time, Inmate Rodriguez resumed his attack, “he continued to swing 
and fight.” Deputy beard the “one gate” open. “I saw a deputy, to my right, come to 
help me out and he was swinging his fist. It was Deputy Valencia. I did see him strike inmate 
Rodriguez, on his arms / elbows [with his flashlight]. I don’t know how many times.” 
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I just kept trying to control his hands. With the help of Deputy Valencia, I wasn’t in fear 
that he was gonna strike me as hard. So now I tried to roll him to his stomach, because 
I know that if he’s on his stomach, he’s still going to probably swing and kick, but at least 
he’s not going to hit us directly. So I grabbed a hold of his left arm and I pulled it toward 
me to try to turn him on his stomach. When I was doing that, he was trying to push up. 
He was still trying to swing with his arm. He was trying to push up and get up. So as I’m 
pushing him down, I remember hitting him with my right knee (four or five times) on his 
upper back. 


Despite Deputy trorts, Inmate Rodriguez continued to fight, “I could tell he was still 
actively in the fight.” 


I don’t know who else came to help us out, but me and Deputy Valencia, we managed to 
get a hold of his hands. I don’t remember exactly who handcuffed [him]. I know it wasn’t 
me, but I remember I held his hands together [and] he was handcuffed. I know somebody 
hobbled his feet and then I think that was the end of the incident. He was escorted out to 
the hallway and then he was escorted to the clinic. 


Asked if he ordered Inmate Rodriguez to stop fighting, Depu D=: “Oh yes, so like, for 
me, it’s the training. The way we train in the academy. ey always train us to say, ‘stop 
fighting.’ Every time we do defensive tactics we always say, ‘stop fighting, stop resisting’ you 
know, ‘give me your hands.”” 


Prior to deo interview he viewed Inmate Rodriguez’ interview with Sergeant 
Herrera and Lieutenant Shannon. Deputy EE 2te4 nobody asked Inmate Rodriguez where 
he was from. Deput' ever saw Inmate Rodriguez fall to the floor and curl up into a 


ball. Deputy stated from the time Inmate Rodriguez came off the wall, “he was actively 
fighting.” 


Deputy A did not suffer any injuries.

On February 9, 2009, Deputy Valencia had been employed by the Los Angeles County Sheriff s 
Department for two and one half years. Ree a, Prete | 
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On February 9, 2009, Deputy Valencia stated he was the 4700/4800 movement Deputy. He and 
— an in the “4000 booth” and they heard radio traffic on Deputy Valencia’s hand- 
held radio. 


Radio traffic came out and it sounded like it was being rushed. It was, it came out as 
deputy involved in a fight. Initially I couldn’t, we couldn’t hear where the fight was taking 
place, but something to the effect as a ‘four’. Being that we worked on 4000 floor, we 
decided to check the floor, all the modules. 


Asked how they searched for the fight, Deputy Valencia said; 


Well we had our plan. When we exited the booth, we said we’re going to start from 43, 
which is the lowest, the first module, and we’re going to run all the way up to 48. In order 
to get to 43, we have to pass 44, and as we’re passing 4400, we heard loud screams, ‘Stop 
fighting’ coming from inside [44]. So we figured, ‘Hey, let’s open this door, see what’s 
going on there.’ 


Within fifteen to twenty seconds the deputies had located the fight. Since the door was locked, 
Deputy Valencia used his key to unlock it. When he opened the door he said, “I saw deputies 
fighting with an inmate.” Inmate Rodriguez was on his back. “He was punching and kicking [at 
the deputies]. Hearing that they were already giving him orders to stop fighting, I also came in and 
ordered him to stop fighting. He did not [stop fighting].” Deputy Valencia stated he decided not 
to deploy his OC because of the confined area. 


Since Inmate Rodriguez was using his arms to assault Deputies Ramirez and i Deputy 
Valencia decided to strike Inmate Rodriguez on his elbows, hoping this would disable Inmate 
Rodriguez’ arms. “I took my flashlight and I struck him in the right elbow twice.” Deputy 
Valencia also struck Inmate Rodriguez’s left elbow. Deputy Valencia stated all of the flashlight 
blows were ineffective. 


The deputies managed to “flip” Inmate Rodriguez onto his stomach. Deputy Valencia stated he 
wasn’t exactly sure how they managed to accomplish this, but Inmate Rodriguez ended up on his 
stomach. Despite laying on his stomach, Inmate Rodriguez continued “thrashing his arms, 
throwing elbows.” Inmate Rodriguez tried to get up. Deputy Valencia struck him on his upper 
back with his flashlight. Again, Deputy Valencia stated the flashlight blow seemed to be 
ineffective. 


Inmate Rodriguez was subsequently handcuffed by Deputy Valencia (according to the supplemental 
report written by Deputy Valencia). Deputy Valencia stated Depu lwas attempting to 
control Inmate Rodriguez’ legs but by the look (of concern) on Deputy face Deputy 
Valencia decided it was best to hobble Inmate Rodriguez’ ankles. Deputy Valencia carries a 
hobble on his left boot. He applied it to Inmate Rodriguez’ feet. Deputy Valencia estimated the 
length of the fight to be two minutes.

Upon entering the module, Deputy (aia; 


Well, I had my flashlight out with me already, at that point. I saw that he was kicking and 
no one had control of his legs. I yelled out, ‘Stop fighting.’ But he didn’t, he didn’t 
comply. He continued to kick. So I immediately struck at his shins and calves area of his 
legs (using the flashlight). 


Deputy MM alles striking Inmate Rodriguez’ legs two to three times. The blows didn’t 
seem to have any effect. 


So at that point, I hit him again on the thighs, legs, pretty much the entire leg area, both 
of them, about four to six more times, approximately, just to get him to stop. At some time 
during the incident I know that they were able to get him onto his stomach. He still was 
doing a little bit of the mule kicking. I was able to basically grab his legs and push him 
down and hold him, drop my knee onto him, cross his ankles, and pretty much force him 
to get control of his movements. He was still moving, he was still trying to pull his legs 
away, still trying to do the kicking motion, but I had decent control, not something I can 
stay there and hold all day long, however. 


At some point, Deputy Valencia was next to me. He had a hobble restraint out and we 
didn’t really, I didn’t communicate with him to say, you know, ‘Hey, let’s tie him.’, But 
basically I allowed myself to move while holding his legs and the hobble was placed on 
his legs and they were secured. 
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Deputy stated Inmate Rodriguez was handcuffed prior to the hobble being applied. 


Deputy stated he had OC with him. Regarding its deployment he said, “Well, with OC, 
it will affect me very badly and in fact, in that area, it’s a very enclosed area, I would have been 
taken out of the equation if somebody had used it.”

After assisting Deputies arrived, Deputy Alerich’s view of the scene was blocked by the assisting 
personnel.
